NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(?)— 
Against a backdrop of Negro hero- |

Colo- 
nel Leaver’s surgeons and nurses 
were too busy at the time to take 
cover in newly-dug slit trenches 
beside the ward tents. They had 
arrived only yesterday to replace

Leaver’s staff is an old line 
behind the front in all the cam- 
paigns since Tunisia. Shelling was 
nothing new—they’d been blasted 
at by enemy guns often before. 

“We've been all through this 
in Tunis, Sicily and southern 
Italy,” said Charles N. Wasden, 
chief surgeon, of Macon, Ga., rap- 
ping on a wooden mess table as 
the staff assembled for lunch.

The celebrated dramatic - so- 
prano of the Metropolitan Opera, 
Marjorie Lawrence, made her 
first appearance at the Municipal 
Auditorium last night, presented 
by the Rabun Gap - Nacoochee 
Guild for the benerit of its moun- 
tain schools.

T One thing I’m happy to see in the 
No Gamble, Indeed racing news. And that is horse- 
men generally agree a bet on a Bulldog horse in a Kentucky Derby 
is no gamble. It’s a steal. 

_ My experience with a Bulldog offspring at Colonel Matt Winn’s 
big Churchill Downs gallop was convincing. Until this day I’m not 
convinced Bull Lea wasn’t playing ostrich when the starting gates 
bounced up. 

As the horses broke from their stalls, Bull Lea was found to be 
on his knees. I’ve seen the same act in circuses. A performing 
horse kneels at the end of the act and bows to the audience. 

The official version was that Bull Lea was bounced 
around and knocked to his knees at the start. But this I do 
not believe. It was the circus horse in him. Or the ostrich. 
And the motif was carried through consistently to the finish. 
Now I see that Occupy, generally regarded as the champion two- 

year-old and a son of Bulldog, is being given the well-known brush- 
off as was another Bulldog son, Occupation, in 1942. They’re just 
saddle horses after a mile and a sixteenth. 

No more Bulldog horses for me, either. 

Frank G. Menke, who has been surveying the Derby fields for 
the past few seasons in the employ of Colonel Winn, refers to the 
‘Oth running as the “Grand Canyon Derby” because it looks, from 
this distance, to be so wide open. 

It’s still almost three months before the gallop for the 
gold in the picturesque Downs, with its carnival atmosphere, 
and Menke points out there isn’t a single horse that stands 
out and attracts attention like a Count Fleet, Alsab, Whirl- 
away or Bimelech. 

As two-year-olds, the horses considered most lkely to be among 
those that prance to the post on the first Saturday in May took 
turns beating each other last year. 

It doesn’t necessarily follow they’ll make up an ordinary field. 
But they’re rather evenly matched on last year’s performances. 
Now everything depends on their progress in training. 

You'd have to be a confirmed horseman 


A Lot of Names to recognize some of the names that are 


being advanced. Such as Pukka Gin. His big booster is John 
Campbell, New York racing secretary. 

And there’s a George Widener horse named Platter, which may 
be the first Widener horse ever to run in a Kentucky Derby. 

A trainer always to be reckoned with is Ben Jones, of the 
Calumet Farms. He may like Pensive well enough to okay his entry. 

There are a lot of names. Dance Team, Professor Lee, 

Director J. E., Royal Prince, Rodney Stone, Black Badge, 

Stymie, Jezrehel, By Jimminy, Alorter, Bellweather, Smolen- 

sko, Boy Knight, Tropea, Lucky Draw, Pressure, Dustman 

and Weyanoke. 

And they’re discussing fillies, too, with an eye to their having 
a winning chance. The lady horses mentioned as possible starters 
are Durazna and Twilight Tear. Another possibility, they say, is 
Cocopet. 

Since there is no obvious favorite, there may be as many as a 
dozen horses sent postward. Maybe more. Owners are willing to 
risk the $500 entrance fee when the race looks wide open. 

There may be a chance for a maiden to slip in and cross 
the finish line first. 

And I don’t mean filly, Josephine. 

In the language of the turf, maiden means a horse that 
hasn’t won a race before. 

Maidens won the Kentucky Derby in 1919 and 1933. 

But even in a year that produces talk of fillies having a chance, 
horsemen still look askance at any offspring of old Bulldog. 


It’s insulting but sensible. 

° The Kentucky Derby is still 
Only the Air Is Charged $75,000 added. And there’s a 
gold cup in the bargain. When the Blue Grass classic was re- 
duced to a “streetcar” Derby, there was no reduction in the prize 
money for the winner. And, indeed, there was no lessening in the 
amount of money bet on the Derby race. 

The great mass of polyglot humanity shoves forward to 
the mutuel windows and cash is exchanged for tickets. Only 
the very fortunate ever have a chance to go back and get 
their money back and a little added. But this is part of the 
big thrill for the racegoers. 

Seldom does the Derby betting run less than half a million 
dollars. And that goes for any year. The best bet at the Downs 
is that the betting will equal or better half a million—for this one 
race. 


It’s a spectacular show, and I suppose a field of platers 
could run and it wouldn’t be any different. The atmosphere 
is the thing. The teeming crowd in the infield, the packed 
box seats, the gay pennants and the restless expectancy. 
Everybody is hopeful of having a winner. The air is charged 
with it. 

But that’s all that is charged. 
You pay for everything else.

Stretch as Often as Possible, 
Does Wonders for Figure 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Without any gloomy preamble 
about the girdle situation, there 
are a few tricks that will help put 
some life back into your own 
muscular girdle. 


One that may work magic for 
you is to make a habit of stretch- 
ing so slim through your midsec- 
tion that your old girdle feels loose 
on you. If you will do this many 
times a day, in a few weeks you 
may not need stays. 

What this stretching does is to 
ease you out of the habit of slump- 
ing down into your foundation 
garment and letting it support you. 
Even a prewar girdle couldn't give 
you that kind of support! Of 
course, it is supposed to give you 
some help in standing or sitting 
for long hours, but stays could 
never take the place of muscles. 

Your midsection muscles have 
to be strong to resist the constant 
tug of gravity, keep you function- 
ing efficiently, and hold you in 
shape. The amount of exercise 
they get in the course of ordinary 
activity is so little that they lose 
tone and get too weak to be much 
good. So, for health and stream- 
lines,: you will do a few special 
exercises. Here is a set of con- 
ditioners which, added to your 
stretching-slim trick, will put you 
in fine form. 

1. Lie on your back on the 
floor, feet propped on a chair 
or bench, legs straight. In this 
position, there is not the slightest 
strain on the muscles comprising 
the abdominal girdle, and it is 
easy for you to push down against 
the floor with the small of the 
back. Try it. Relax, and repeat, 
trying harder each time. You will 
notice that as the small of the 
back is pushed down flat against 
the floor, your hips come forward 
just a trifle and you have to pull 
your stomach up and in. 

2. Lie on your back on the floor, 
knees flexed and feet off the floor, 
and spread the knees wide apart 
to form a V. Hold, bring knees 
together, repeat four times, and 
relax. 

3. Lie on back on floor with 
knees flexed and turned sharply 
outward at either side, feet on 
floor with heels together, toes out. 
Begin by pressing small of back 
flat against the floor — which 
means pulling up and in with the | 
lower abdominal muscles—then | 
slowly slide heels downward on. 
floor as far as you can get them | 
without letting small of back come |

WASHINGTON, Sunday, Feb. 13.—A letter 
came to me the other day, a part of which I 
want to gve you. It expresses the feeling so 
many of us have in our hearts better than I 
could: “It seems to have been necessary for 
both of my sons to give their lives in this war. 
I am willing, and able, to take it, if their deaths 7%: Me 
and those thousands of others who are dying = 44223282" 
far away from home, can be justified by a better and more equal- 
ized world when this war is over. If we get anythng like the 
‘status quo’ or ‘back to normalcy,’ it can be nothing but a hideous 
waste.” 


Each one of us carries a responsibility toward the boys who 
have died and the boys who have lived and gone through these 
tragic years, because, as this friend of mine says, unless we have 
“a better and more equalized world,” we will just be preparing for 
another generation to go through the same thing. 


As I sit and go over the mail night after night, I notice more 
and more how many women feel that their heartbreak is only justi- 
fied if those whom they love need never again. go through the 
horror and waste of war. We cannot know whether we will always 
be able to have a peaceful world in the future, but we can lay the 
best foundations that our intelligence and unselfish thinking can 
possibly achieve. Then we may hope that the training which our 
young people receive, and the environment in which they live, will 
make it possible for them to keep on building a world of peace.

Correct Nearsightedness 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Night blindness or poor vision in 
dim light or difficulty in distin- 
guishing objects after dark which 
are readily apparent to normal 
persons or difficulty in driving 
against opposing headlights at 
night, is usually due to insufficient 
intake of vitamin A, In some cases, 
however, it is a symptom of a rare 
disease called retinitis pigmentosa; 
the night blindness (sometimes 
called nyctalopia) in such cases 
does not respond to increased in- 
take of vitamin A, but may re- 
spond well to increased intake of 
vitamin D and calcium. A middle- 
aged woman with advanced reti- 
nitis pigmentosa had not ventured 
forth alone after sundown for sev- 
eral years, but after about seven 
weeks of increased calcium and vi- 
tamin D intake (say a 50,000-unit 
capsule of vitamin D daily and a 
high calcium diet or about 15 
grains of calcium in one form or 
another to supplement the ordi- 
nary diet) she could see her way 
about at night as well as anyone. 

Reporting on improvement of 
night blindness with vitamin D 
(U. S. Naval Med. Bulletin, March, 
43), Arthur A. Knapp, command- 
er, Medical Corps, U. S. Naval Re- 
serve, states that in a series of 93 
patients with myopia (nearsighted- 
ness) 64 complained of poor vision 
in reduced illumination. These 64, 
most of them having marked, pro- 
gressive myopia, were given simi- 
lar treatment — large increase in 
daily vitamin D and calcium in.- 
take, and their vision was checked 
once a month for from six to 27 
months. In 20 cases there was an 
actual reduction of the myopia. 
Casts of the eyes were made be- 
fore and after treatment, and these 
proved unquestionably that the 
eyeball may shrink (become short- 
er from front to back) under such 
treatment.

I don’t know whether this proves 
anything, but I bring it to the at- 
tention. of readers who are near- 
sighted or whose children are 
nearsighted, and I assure every- 
body that even if it does no good it 
can do no harm at all to give the 
vitamin D and high calcium diet 
or calcium supplement a try for a 
few months, it will do no harm. 


Incidentally, whether a child is 
myopic (near-sighted) or not, it is 
a safe bet that the child doesn’t 
get enough vitamin D and doesn’t 
get enough calcium from the aver- 
age American diet. I have been 
shouting myself hoarse here for 
years trying to persuade more 
parents to give more children 
more calcium and vitamin D.

Canned Fruit and Vegetables 


It is to be hoped weather conditions will be favorable to a 
record crop of fruit and vegetables this year, for civilians are 
to suffer a cut of 43 per cent in canned fruits and 19 per cent 
in canned vegetables for the 1944-45 season. C. W. Kitchen, a 
deputy director of the office of distribution of the WFA, said 
the new order issued last week allots civilians 17,000,000 cases 
of 12 canned fruit items for 1944-45, compared with 30,000,000 
‘last year, and civilian consumption of 54,000,000 in 1941-42. The 
allotment grants civilians 104,000,000 cases of 14 vegetable items 
for 1944-45, compared with 128,000,000 last year, and 143,000,000 
consumption in 1941-42, 


Under the order just issued canners for the trade will be re- 
quired to set aside for military and lend-lease uses from their 
1944 production 70 per cent of their 1942-43 average annual pro- 
duction of fruits and 50 per cent of their- vegetables. 


The method to meet these reductions is more Victory Gardens 
and more home canning than the splendid record of 1943. It 
was estimated there were some 20,000,000 victory gardens last 
year, compared with approximately 8,000,000 home gardens 
planted in peace time. All gardens produced an estimated 
£999,906 tons of vegetables and fruits. A large quantity of this 
production was consumed as it reached maturity, the remainder 
was canned, and there are no figures on individual home canning.

But, as for national politics, we need a lot of that and we need 
to get very much interested in the presidential campaigns. Let’s 
have a lot of politics. 


WE LIVE BY POLITICS Our form of government would dis- 

appear but for pélitics. One reason 
it is as faulty as it is, is simply because we have neglected politics. 
Except on occasions when we become greatly aroused, we let rela- 
tively small groups control politics. 

Georgia just now is enjoying good, decent, honest government 
at the state capitol. The people are enjoying it. They had be- 
come cynical and doubtful after years of low-grade people in some 
of the chief offices; they had come to expect dirt and little char- 
acter and dignity. Now, after asserting themselves and throwing 
out corruptionists, they find they enjoy their government and take 
a pride in it. : 

Politics has got a bad name because of the vicious, corrupt men 
in it. The word politician not necessarily connotes something evil. 
Jt is only that politicians of evil character and deed have been 
tolerated by the American people until the word has become almost 
an epithet, 

We cannot have government without politicians. 
come about by politics. 
politics. 

What the eastern newspaper means, of course, is that we shall 
have a year of no great campaigns or debates. That is as wrong 
as could be, It is a happy, idyllic idea, but a very bad one. 

The war has made all our problems more complex and intense. 
Therefore the war is all the more reason why we should have a 
thorough discussion and a démand on the part of the people that 
the politicians of both parties speak out on all the issues. 

The worst thing that could happen to our government, and to us, 
would be a political holiday. That would mean the politicians 
would work without letting the people know what they were doing. 


THE DEPTHS Politics sometimes descend to low depths, as 

we in Georgia have seen. But, on a national 
scale, I am afraid my friends, the Republicans, stand convicted of 
the three worst examples. One was the administrations of U. S. 
Grant and the other that of Harding. 

But the worst spectacle of politics, I think, was the use of the 
corpse of Abraham Lincoln, whose birthday we celebrated last Sat- 
urday, for political purposes, 

Lincoln had a hard race and was elected only because of Sher- 
man’s triumph at a crucial point in the campaign. After his death 
the radicals of his party were in charge. They determined to ex- 
terminate, literally, all opposition. That led to the extreme harsh- 
ness with which the conquered South was treated. 

They took the poor, martyred body, after a Washington funeral, 
on a tour which extended 1,700 miles. They stopped at Baltimore, 
at York, at Philadelphia, at Newark, New York, Albany, Buffalo, 
and on into Ohio to Cleveland, and Columbus; into Indiana to 
Indianapolis, and so on to Chicago, and thence to Springfield, There 
were long stops of days in the larger cities. : 

It was a political trip, but it lost some of its awful aspect be- 
cause the people showed their great love for the man. They caught 
John Wilkes Booth, the assassin, during the tour. That was a great 
political stroke. It, and the tour, set up the party in power until 1884, 

Nothing in history is more awful than that political tour, saved 
only by the dignity of the people and that of the man whose soul 
had once lived in the corpse on tour.

That Blonde Nurse 
We Liked So Much 


Let me see, it will be two years next June 
since I spent nine weeks in Emory hospital and 
at home, recuperating after that operation. No, 
this is not a “speaking of my operation” column, 
Don’t be alarmed. 

It is a column about nurses. One nurse in particular. 

Her name is Frances Riley. She is young, blonde, very pleasant 
and competent as all get out. A swell nurse and a swell person, 
to be exact. 

There have been innumerable jokes about an older male patient 
and his beautiful blonde nurse. Those don’t apply in regard to 
Frances Riley. To settle any of your unjust suspicions at the start, 
let it be recorded that Mrs. Jones liked her as well as I did. 


WHERE IS SHE NOW? I have wondered, sometimes, where

he is now. You see, she had volun- 
teered for war service as a member of the Emory Hospital Unit. 
So, when I read yesterday that the unit was in charge of a big 
hospital at Oran, Africa, I was justified in supposing she is there 
with them. If she is, she is performing great service for our 
wounded boys that come under her care, I'll guarantee. 

It was my firm belief, during that hospital stay, that the most 
difficult time of the day for a patient is before breakfast. My 
waking hour, then, was around 6 o'clock, or earlier. I had bribed 
the night orderly and he would bring me a pot of coffee as soon 
as the cooks made the first supply for themselves. That was about 
6. So the night’s fast was broken with coffee, at least, for me. 

But hosptials just can’t get around to the breakfast trays until 
9 or later, it seems. There are so many things to be done. Frances 
would bathe me in bed, change the bed linens, straighten the room, 
check on the chart and bring it up to date and then, somewhere 
around 8:30, we’d both be ready for that breakfast tray. And we 
had a standing, morning bet of the Coca-Colas. If the tray reached 
my bed before 9 o’clock, she won. If it was after 9, 1 won. 

Frances had a brother who had to have an appendectomy. She 
was going to nurse him through that, as soon as she could leave 
me. And then she was due to report, with the rest of the Emory 
unit, for war service. 

On the day they carried me home she rode with me in the 
ambulance, helped to carry me into the house and install me in 
my own bed. She said she would come to see how I was getting 
along, a few days later, but she never did. I suppose her brother’s 
case demanded her full attention. 


The Emory Unit trained for war service in 
IN LOUISANA Louisiana. I had a letter, one day, from 
another nurse of my acquaintance and she said she had met Frances 
and, both having served me in sickness, had talked of me together. 
But I never heard, directly, from Frances. 4 

At the time I was in hospital, my son was sailing for England 
with Army Signal Corps unit. And Frances promised me that if 
the fortunes of war and coincidence ever brought her in contact 
with a “Junior” of my name, she’d give him super, special extra 
attention. Well, she must be in Africa and he is still in England. 
So that’s that. 

GRAND SERVICE Without belittling the great war service 

performed by all our women in uniform, 
of all branches, I am convinced the Army, or Navy, nurse is the 
most valuable, after all. Not many girls can qualify for such service, 
though, after all. The training needed to create a competent nurse 
for such an Army hospital as that at Oran is a matter of years. A 
girl can’t just qualify to wear the uniform at a moment’s patriotic 
notice. She must begin as a student nurse and pass through the 
years of preparatory work and study before she can get her nurse's 
diploma. Then there must be more experience before she is fit for 
the demanding duties of a war hospital overseas. And she must, 
besides this, meet severe tests, physical, mental and character tests, 
before she can be accepted for overseas service. 

Once she is accepted, however, she assumes a role that is as vital 
to victory as any. It is she who restores, co-operating with the 
surgeons and doctors, the damaged bodies of our fighting men. It 
is she who is the link between these injured men and his own 
womenfolks at home. It is she who makes his long hospital hours 
bearable and who restores his morale even while.the doctors re- 
store his body. 

Some of the things such nurses see are not pleasant. Their 
experiences are hard and difficult. But they come home again, 
after it is all over, possessors of a training they could never have 
gotten otherwise, their lives enriched by experience which will 
aid them in all the after years. 

I hope, when Frances Riley comes home again, I can see her. 
I’d like to tell her again how much she meant to me, in that sum- 
mer of 1942, and sort of welcome her back to Atlanta and Emory. 
There was, though, a young fellow in uniform, in 1942, she told 
me about. She used to meet him when off duty. They talked 
together of the home they dreamed of, together, after the war is 
done. I'd like to know if that dream came true and, if possible, see 
it for myself. For, as she told it during those quiet hours in my 
hospital room, it was a very lovely dream.

Labor Draft 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Al- 
though President Roosevelt has 
proposed conscription of civilian 
labor and both service depart- 
ments and the merchant navy 
have indorsed the suggestion, none 
of its advocates has faced the 
questions which immediately con- 
front them, The President’s pro- 
posal was half-hearted and appar- 
ently only preparatory as often is 
the case when a radical idea is 
first thrust at the people for it 
came as the shirt-tail to a series 
of other recommendations. 

Mr. Stimson, for the War De- 
partment, saw anarchy in civilian 
war labor, a strong word which 
to Americans suggests disorder 
and destruction, when confusion, 
waste and indiscipline were meant. 

Admiral Land, for the Maritime 
Commission, admitted that the 
plan would not forcibly . prevent 
strikes which, incidentally, are 
only one cause of the waste of 
labor and immediately drew the 
teeth out of the proposition by 
assuring us all that force would 
not be used against balky civilian 
labor conscripts and that civilians 
would not be shifted about the 
country to meet labor shortages. 
He presented both the strongest 
argument for conscription and the 
fatal defects in his own desire. 


Law Compliance 

Iaws ordinarily depend on popu- 
lar compliance with force held in 
reserve to deal with the few re- 
fusals. If the great majority of 
the people believed in highway 
robbery as a right, highway rob- 
bery would be common practice 
because there would not be enough 
police to put it down and juries 
would not convict. In civil com- 
motion, the military commander 
who assures the mob that his sol- 
diers’ guns are not loaded invites 
defiance. In this case, Admiral 
Land wants a national service or 
labor conscription law, but says 
there would be “little need to en- 
force it by law. Our people will 
enforce it voluntarily.” He says 
this, although his own work has 
been badly hampered by hop- 
scotching from yard to yard in 
the shipbuilding industry and a 
great deal of waste by loafing in 
yards where there is an oversup- 
ply of men. 

Admiral Land is one of a few 
men in Washington who would 
forget everything else, abandon 
every refinement and luxury of 
peaceful civilization and put the 
whole nation to work behind the 
fighters to get the war over with- 
out one hour’s needless delay. In 
the minds of such men there is a 
vision of the overwhelming power 
of American industry and labor 
operating only for war, as in Rus- 
Sia and Germany. He certainly is 
no Fascist or Communist but a 
strict patriot who believes that la- 
bor service is little to ask of civil- 
lans while millions of other Amer- 
icans do the fighting. He is a 
service man, trained to obey and 
to require obedience, but in this 
case he would utter a request in 
the guise of a law, whereas any 
law that is a law at all, must be 
an order 


Shy, Uncertain 

The trouble with Admiral Land 
here is that he is dealing with 
civilians under civil law. He is 
shy and uncertain. In his own 
work he has been harassed and 
hampered by the labor policy of 
a President to whom he is intense- 
ly loyal and personally devoted. 
He has had to soft-soap sea-law- 
yers of the Communistic National 
Maritime Union and settle dis- 
graceful little squabbles over fine 
jurisdictional points among the 
shipbuilding trades. He has had 
a labor turnover of 96 per cent 
a year in the yards. All this has 
happened in war, among people 
whose own kin are at the war and 
who have no excuse for not 
realizing the importance of their 
work. Still, he thinks the body 
of civilians need only awareness 
or rousing and would avoid com- 
pulsion. 

All these pleaders for labor con- 
scription are guilty of political 
timidity. If they want a labor 
draft, as they sincerely do and for 
no hidden purpose, they must ad- 
vocate force or enforcement and 
penalties for refusal just as mili- 
tary draftees may be sent to pris- 
on for draft-dodging. They must 
establish some crops of officers to 
command this new service arm 
under some code comparable to 
military law. They must persuade 
the people first that such service 
is a small sacrifice by comparl- 
son and prepare the way by an- 
swering in advance many ques- 
tions regarding the exact relation 
between the conscript worker and 
his government and the unions, 
all of which have been ignored 
thus far. This plan might mean 
the end of unionism or its absorp- 
tion into the body of the govern- 
ment and union leaders are not 
the only ones who would take 


alarm at that. ‘

While less pugnacious papers imputed discrepancies and 
questioned motives, Editor Miller imputed turpitude and questioned 
ancestry. The Journal, in short, was a rip-snorting, spade-calling 
gazette which asked no quarter nor gave one, a fitting descendant 
of the long-gone but not-soon-forgotten Savannah Hawkeye. 


Don't get me wrong, now. Editor Miller has never been com- 
pletely satisfied with the role of a critic. When he failed, after 
considerable editorial effort, to get the Pembroke city administra- 
tion to print—in The Journal—a periodic fiscal accounting, he took 
to the hustings, was readily elected mayor himself, soon had Pem- 
broke’s financial tangles ironed out. 


, Ser Miller without fire? The Journal without castigation? Heaven 
orbid. 


I am encouraged, incidentally, to notice on the front page of the 
same paper in which he takes the pledge of beneficence his an- 
nouncement for re-election. One who for years has reveled in his 
vituperation can but hope and pray that, as soon as he is re 
elected, he will discard the new found Polly-annaism and again 
become his old fire-eating self.

Lack of Vision 
Real Cause of War 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—For lack of true 
statesmanship and vision on the part of the gov- 
erning heads of responsible nations, the two dec 
ades between the signing of the Versailles y 
in 1919 and the outbreak of the second rid War in 1939 con- 
stitutes the most miserable period in modern history. 

It is easy to see now where stronger and more far-sighted men 
at the heads of four great governments—the United States, Britain, 
France and Russia—could alone have made it possible to avoid all 
of the bloodshed that is being visited upon the world. 

All of the present-day evils that beset the world, all of the vast 
expenditures we are being compelled to make in lives and prop- 
erty, may be charged up indirectly to this lack of foresight. Abler 
and stronger-willed men, it seems, would have sensed the dangers 
that lay ahead, and would have taken action to halt the holocaust 
before it started. 


RUSSIA ALONE VINDICATED Of the four great nations, 

within whose power it was 
to stop the trend of war events, Russia alone has a commendable 
record. Strange as it may seem to many, it was Russia’s repre 
sentatives at the League of Nations who led the way in presenting 
demands for concerted action against Italy at the time of the Ethi- 
opian invasion, 

And it was Russia that made the most vociferous demands for 
action against Germany when it became evident that Hitler was 
rearming the nation, tooth and nail. 

With coo] disdain, the British government, dominated by appease- 
ment policies, refused to heed the warning and allowed war events 
to take their normal course. France, torn between rival and cor- 
rupt factions, showed the same lack of leadership. 

In the United States our own congress, utterly blind to the reali- 

ties of the situation, sought to retreat further into isolationism by 
passage of the neutrality act and a lot of other legislation designed 
to keep us aloof from European affairs. We promptly had to repeal 
or circumvent these acts once the war broke out. 

The result of this shortsightedness on the part of the four major 
powers was that Germany, under the warmonger Hitler, was per- 
mitted and encouraged to rearm, and to form an alliance with other 
dictator-led nations for world conquest. 

How easy it would have been for us to have stopped the whole 
sorry business before it ever became a real threat. With or with- 
out the instrumentality of the League of Nations, Britain, France, 
Russia and the United States, as the four principal powers of the 
world, could have laid down the dictum that we would not permit 
the rearming of Germany. 


FORCE WAS ANSWER Nothing more would have been nec 

essary. The Nazis would have aban- 
doned their war program and returned to peaceful pursuits. Be- 
cause we would have been speaking to them in the only language 
they understand—force. 

Had they chosen to ignore the dictum, it would have been a 
simple matter to have sent a relatively small force into the country 
to carry out the mandate of the four powers. 

Italy’s Ethiopian campaign of aggression could have been 
stopped just as effectively. It only would have been necessary for 
the four powers, acting mainly through Britain, to deny the Italians 
access to the Suez canal. The bellowing Mussolini would have been 
checkmated in this way completely. 

In like manner, the Franco revolution in Spain could have been 
avoided, since it was financed and supported largely by German 
and Italian interests. 

And as regards the Japs, we could have laid down a decree that 
would have kept them out of Manchuria and China. We could 
have prevented the fortifications of the mandated islands, which 
were fortified in utter violation of the original conditions under 
which they were ceded to Japan. 

More important still, we could have prevented Japan from 
building up her armed forces out of all proportion to the needs of 
the little island empire. Instead of allowing her to abrogate the 
5-5-3 naval treaty, entered into in good faith by nations which 
sought a reduction in costly naval armaments, we should have 
threatened her weak navy with destruction, if she refused to abide. 

The thing that makes the performance of world statesmen during 
the past two decades all the more amazing is the knowledge they 
must have had, through familiarity with history, of the real purpose 
behind the German rearmament. There was no occasion for any- 
one to be deceived. Germany was to be judged by the two other 
wars of aggression which she had inflicted on the world almost in 
the memory of those living. 

Besides that, the inner files of foreign offices both here and in 
Europe were filled with secret reports from diplomats reporting on 
the purposes of the Nazi rearming. 

While signs of the coming conflagration were multiplying. the 
accredited leaders of nations which should have exercised some pre- 
ventive guidance for their people, slept soundly. History will 
accord them a sordid place in its records.

Relief Unit Sends Reds 
16 Million in Clothing 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(#)— 
Russian War Relief, Inc, an- 
nounced today that $16,781,333 
worth of clothing, medical supplies 
and miscellaneous articles were 
consigned through it to the Soviet 
Union last year. 

In a report to the agency’s board 
of directors, Edward C. Carter, 
president of the organization, said 
that clothing comprised 70.07 per 
cent of the shipments; medical sup- 
plies, 20.42 per cent; seeds, food 
and miscellaneous items, 4.35. 

Carter said that of the relief 
goods consigned, $7,742,430 was 
contributed in goods by Ameri- 
he remainder was received 
in cash contributions through war 
chests and the National War Fund, 
he said. Administrative, promo-’ 
tion and operating costs total’ 4.43 
per cent of income, the report 
stated, an amount which Carter 
said was believed to be the lowest 
ever achieved by a comparable 
agency.

(This is the 16th installment 
of the late Lieutenant Colonel 
Dyess’ story of brutalities in- 
flicted upon American prisoners 
of war by the Japanese in the 
Philippines. In it he tells of a 
horror almost unbelievable. 
Colonel Dyess was killed in a 
plane crash last December 22 
after his escape from the Japs.)

Conditions at Cabanatuan prison 
camp in the Luzon island province 
of Nuevo Ecija finally brought 
about two hours so bloody that 
they could be believed only by 
one who had seen them. 

Two lieutenant colonels of the 
United States Army and a Navy 
lieutenant determined they would 
escape if they died in the attempt. 
They were so desperate that they 
made their effort in daylight, prac- 
tically under the eyes of guards 
on towers that overlooked the 
camp and of Japs waiting behind 
machinegun emplacements just 
outside the barb wire barricade. 

The American officers planned 
to crawl on their bellies down a 
drainage ditch to a small opening 
beneath the barricade. The jungle 
was the only place to which they 
could have gone. Without supplies 
and equipment there, their 
chances would have been just 
about nil. And before reaching 
the jungle they would have had 
to elude the Jap walking patrol, 
which supplemented the tower 
and machinegun guards. 

ESCAPE STARTS 

They started inching their way 
through the filthy ditch that reek- 
ed of human waste. The noon sun 
blazed down on them. They had 
taken nothing with them—no wa- 
ter, food, or maps. They were 
weaponless, though weapons 
would have done them no good. 
As they were nearing the fence 
some one caused a noise and. the 
Jap patrol heard it. 

In a second or two there was 
a hullabaloo of shrieking and chat- 
tering from the runts outside the 
fence. Japs ran from all direc- 
tions toward the ditch. The three 
American officers were hauled 
out. This was the first the rest 
of us prisoners knew of what was 
happening. 

When I saw the three standing 
under guard before a Jap officer, 
I had a sinking feeling. I thought 
I knew what was coming, but 
never could have imagined the 
things that now took place. 

The ragged, faded and torn uni- 
forms were stripped off the pris- 
oners by their guards. The naked 
men then were marched through 
the glare of the steaming prison 
camp. Near the front, or western 
gate, they were flogged almost 
into insensibility. 

BLEEDING, DAZED 

Bleeding and dazed, they were 
led outside. Their hands were 
tied behind them. Additional ropes 
were brought and these were tied 
to the fastened hands and secured 
to cross pieces some feet above 
the victims’ heads. This forced 
them to stand always erect, al- 
most on tiptoes. Slumping pos- 
sibly would have dislocated the 
arms at the shoulders. The posture 
was agonizing. 

A short 2x4 timber was placed 
near by. As Filipinos approached 
on the road, the Jap guards, their 
eyes glittering, forced the passers- 
by to pick up the timber and 
smash each of the three American 
officers in the face. The first few 
blows broke their noses. 

As the men revived slightly 
from each clubbing, Jap guards 
laid on with whips. Every blow 
could be heard down in our bar- 
racks. Every blow brought a flow 
of blood. The burning sun rays 
dried the blood in black clots. It 
stuck to the officers’ legs and 
backs like tar. 

MEN UNRECOGNIZABLE 

This all was taking place in 
view of the other prisoners. We 
could hear the crunchy sound as 
the timber, swung by unwilling 
Filipinos, crashed into the faces— 
now almost unrecognizable. Again 
and again, between blows, would 
come the slither and slash of the 
whips. 

Seeing this go on, hour after 
hour, put into me a feeling I can- 
not define. I can try only to de- 
scribe it. It was not hatred, as 
such. I had been hating the Japs 
for months. I had taken pleasure 
in killing them on Bataan; pleas- 
ure derived from the memories of 
what they had done to Clark and 
Nichols fields and to my friends 
on the first day of the war. 

I had come to hate the Japs 
through every waking hour and 
to dream my hate when I slept. 
This feeling now was a combina- 
tion of cold disgust such as you 
have for a rattlesnake and a phys- 
ical, sympathetic suffering for 
those three victims. 

WHIPPING GOES ON 

Night came and they still were 
there. The sun went down. Lights 
were visible out by the gate. And, 
intermittently, we could hear, 
above the noises of the camp, the 
sound of the whip. 

I think I prayed that night that 
those men could die soon. I had 
no hope that they would survive. 
Yet, when morning came—after I 
had had an hour or so of tor- 
mented sleep—they still were 
there. 

The next day passed as had the 
first. By its end there was no 
conversation in camp. No one

ROBERT Ancients Knew Our Times, If 
QUILLEN You Believe Pyramidologists 


A man named Corpernicus, who 
lived in the 16th century, is usual- 
ly given credit for the discovery 
that our world is a sphere revolv- 
ing around the sun. But he said 
quite plainly that he was only 
reviving the teachings of Pytha- 
goras, who lived 2,000 years be- 
fore him. 

Pythagoras, the Greek, got his 
knowledge by years of study in 
the temples of Egypt—temples 
which were universities, where 
priests spent their lives in search 
of truth. 

The ancient Egyptians had much 
of our modern knowledge, and 
proof of their learning has been 
found in the greatest of the pyra- 
mids. 

To most of us the pyramid is 
only a great pile-of granite blocks, 
150 higher than St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral and covering over 13 cares, 
built to house a dead Pharaoh. 
But pyramidologists, serious men 
of science with highly trained 
minds, have spent many years 
studying the structure and found 
astonishing meaning in all of it. 

The base measures 36,524 inch- 
es, and 365 point 24 is the length 
of the solar year. Other measure; 
ments give the length of the si- 
dereal year. the sun’s mean dis- 
tance from the earth, the earth's 

olar diameter, the exact value of 

i, the time between equinoxes. 


Inside the pyramid carved into 


the granite blocks, are passages 
and chambers, constructed with 
incredible exactitude. As these | 
ascend and descend, widen and | 
narrow, increase or decrease in 
height, they provide definite points 
from which to measure. And 
measuring from one to another, 
counting one year to the inch, 
gives the dates of great events in 
human history. The passage sys- 
tem is a “chronological time-clock” 
for 6,000 years, beginning when 
the pyramid was built. 

It gives the date of the Exodus, 
the time of Christ’s birth and the 
crucifixion, the date of the First 
World War and its duration, and 
even the period of world-wide de- 
pression, 

So say the pyramidologists. If 
such things interest you, and 
these few items whet your appe- 
tite, you can find numerous books 
on the subject in any large public 
library. 

Fortunately, our times present 
an unusual opportunity to test 
the accuracy of the pyramid 
prophecies. 

The present period, which be- 
gan in 1936, is a final testing of. 
the nations. A great event, af- 
fecting all mankind, will occur in 
March, 1945, and another in Feb- 
ruary, 1946. Then in August, 
1953, this period will end, and a 
wonderful new era of restoration 
will begin. We haven't long ‘to 
wait.

What held them up, I don’t 
know.

In these two lieutenant colonels 
and the naval lieutenant, the Japs 
seemed to have found three who 
were determined to live. They 
would not give up. On the third 
day a typhoon swept in. 

During the afternoon the three 
victims stood naked and shiver- 
ing in the downpour. The rain 
cleansed their wounds and bodies 
at times, but the Japs opened 
new wounds with the whip as 
often as they thought they could 
do so without killing. 

RAIN CEASES 

At length the rain ceased, There 
now was little hope on the part of 
the Jap officers that the men 
could survive longer. There were 
commands and a stir among Jap 
non-commissioned officers. We 
stood, wet and bedraggled, watch- 
ing through the barbed wire. 


In the last flogging, a slash of 
the keen, hissing whip had sever- 
ed one colonel’s ear, except for a 
strip of flesh that kept it attach- 
ed. The ear now hung down on 
his shoulder. 

From a building a squad of 
Japanese soldiers emerged. A 
noncommissioned officer carried 
an armload of rifles. A covered 
truck pulled up. The rifles were 
put in, followed by the men. 
THROWN INTO TRUCK 

From another direction a file 
of Jap soldiers carrying shovels 
made their appearance. They also 
entered the truck, each with his 
shovel. At the command of Jap 
commissioned officers, the bonds 
of the American officers were cut

The mo- 
tor was started and they rolled 
away, under a lowering sky. We 
heard the machine stop just out 
of sight of camp. 

There was a wait, a volley, then 
another. We didn’t understand 
why the squad had fired only 
twice. 

2 SHOT, 1 BEHEADED 

Eventually the truck rolled back 
and stopped. The soldiers got out 
and our guards talked to them. 
Then the guards came over to 
the barbed wire barricade, yap- 
ping, bobbing their heads, and 
gesturing. They told us what had 
happened. 

One colonel and the naval of- 
ficer had been shot. The Jap of- 
ficer had done the other colonel 
of the United States Army “the 
honor of beheading him personal- 
ly.” The three had been buried 
at the scene of their deaths. 

We slept that night, from sheer 
exhaustion, I think. There were 
few words exchanged in camp for 
several days. 

And we hardly looked at our
